4 gnarp Debate on the Iseues of Twenty-One Years

Wasnixoton, February 1.—The speaker 
iaid before the house a letter from the attor- 
ney general, asking for a increase of the cler- 
‘ogl force in the department of justice.

A KENTUCKY TRIBUTE 


Mr. Wofora, of Kentucky, resumed 
his argument on the bill begun 
last saturday, in support of the 
bill.

Mr. Horr explained that he had argued

Mr. Wotford was bappy to hear that-it was 
onivaieciure on faith, Tbe gentleman bad 
assumed that the ex-confederates were inter- 
eved, aud had argued that self respect should 
prevent them from taking part in this debate. 
fhe gentlemen would have bad more respect. 
for the ex-confederates if, like bimself, he 
had been in the front, and he would not bave 
attempted to scare them upon the question 
of faitn. He regreited thatin this congress 
ageniieman had expressed such rentiments. 
He had thought that the ex.confederates were 
here ss memvers of the American congress, 
With the rightand du’y to vote on every 
gnestion. He hoped that no man, who had 
served in the confederate army, bad got so 
mad over the fight tbat after twenty years 
he couid no. dv an act of justice to a man 
who had foughtagsinsthim. He hoped that 
n0 man would gei upand say: ‘i caunot vote 
on this bill, | am,interested. I am still 
mad,”’ He understcod that his confederate 
friends were here joving the flag and loving 

the country; that they were here saying to 
day and turever that they had left behind 
them jhe bitter feeling engendered by war, 
and everything that divided tvhe country. 
Were men forever to siand and quarrel over 
old issues? Let congress zo forward and say

injured man. . 

Mr. Milliken, of Maine, inguired whether 
he was to understand that the gentleinan 
asked the members to vote for the relief of 
Porter as an act of conciliatiou to his confed- 
erate friends. Jf it was asked on that ground 
he would vote for his relief. 

Mr. W olford repliedthat he asked it on 
the highest grounds ever presented. He 
demanded it only as an act ol jastice, and he 
proposed to demonstrate that it was an act of 
justice toa long injured man. [Applause on 
the democratic side | Mr. Wolford passed 
on to a review of the case and 
was frequently applauded by the members 
who covuected around him inthe center aisie, 
jut his remarks Were at times so low as to be 
inaudible, Mr. Calkins, of Indiana, began 
hisarzument in Opposition to the bill by a 
Stlalement that be knew there was nv doubt 
about its passage. ; 

INDORSED BY PHELPS, 

Mr. William Walter Pheips, of New Jersey, 
republican, who represents the district in 
which Porter lives, spoke at length in favor 
Olihe bul. Speaking fur the one most inter- 
ested, he expressed his regret that any unégind 
&ilusions tou the dead or to the livirg had 
Oven mude in the course of this discussion. 
lu the long pursuit of justice General Porter 
Himself had never made any impu'ations 
Ob Ose Whoilmpeded him in the pursuit, 
and he must not be held responsible tor any 
ingiod al uslons, which had been made on 
this floor, ceii:her by those friendly to the bill 
Or tuuse who were Opposed to it. Let all these 
allusions be eliminated from the debaie, and 
let the case stand upun its own merits. He 
spoke fur General Porter, because he was his 
Constituent, and because it was hisduty. I: 
Was also Lis pleasure and his pride, because 
he believed General Porter to be an honest 
man anda ioyal soldier. The mills of the 
gods grind slowly.

Henry Wilson, and himself. Gertainly the 
fidelity of these persons to the union could 
not be questioned. General Porter had never 
approacned him to ask him to be his advo- 
cate. He was pained to hear a distinguished 
member of the house (Mr. Keifer.) over and 
over again say that Porter was 
acoward. Before God he never knew a Por- 
ter who was a fool oracoward, [Applause.] 
He had never before come across a man who 
had the temerity to say that Porter wasa 
coward, and he never would hear it again, 
He gave an interesting history of the move

When 
Bianey entered, Barrow said, ‘‘Uscar, I must 
go.”’ Blaney replied, “Yes; your time has 
come,’ and shot him several times, produ- 
cing immediate death.

One Meking a Cheap Bid tor the Presidency and the 
[Oiher Defending the Uoner of Virgtula: 
Special to the Constiution. 

WasHinoton, February 1.—Two speeches 
never fell flatter than those of Mahoue and 
Johb Sherman in the senate the other day on 
the Danville riot resolutions. They were 
part of a game which proved a miserable fail- 
ure. John Sberman has made a disgraceful 
pander to the stalwart element of his party, 
the element most conspicfhwusly inimical to 
his presidential aspirations,” To stir up a sec- 
tional disputation inthe senate and to loom 
as its leading. agitator wouid redeem him 
frou all suspicion of broad statesmauship aud 
thus commend him to the republican party. 
That party isruled now as it was twenty 
years ago by the principles of hate. It wasa 
sud sight to see as greata man as Edmunds 
dragged into the mire of low demagoguery by 
ibe demands of party. That speech of his 
in executive session which called forth the 
withering rebuke of Senator Lamar was 
worthy of the cheapest boss in 
the meanest ward club in New York.

the iufliction, let us hope that we may have 
a choice of evils and avoid Sherman. In com- 
parison Logan is the soul of bonor and Ar- 
thur the pink of political decency.

The Augusta Raloenisia Say ihey Will Contest the 
LRiegiatration Lawa. 

Yesterday Comptroller General Wright re- 
ceived notice from the Augusta liquor deal. 
ers associaiion that they would cuntest the 
legality of the act passed at the last session of 
the legislature in reference to the payment of 
the :peciai tax imposed by thestate. This 
fax is $25 per year. Up to the 
last session of the legislature the laws in ref- 
erence to the collection of this special tax to 
the state were very loose and caused much 
troubie, It was assessed in a very haphazard 
sortot way. ‘The law passed atthe last ses- 
sion of the legislature makes the law in 
reference to the liquor dealers stand as 
follows 

That on the first of January, or before they 
beyin business, they sball register with the

Phat they shall then immediately call up- 
on the tax collectorand p “y & spec ial tax of 
$25, imposed by the state fur the fiscal year, 
wich ts the saune as the calendar year. 

That irom time to time as their county li- 
censes expire they shall pay to the county 
tax collector $25 county license. This last 
not ta be required in incorporated towns. 

That the ordinary shail send immedia‘ely 
to the couptruller general the names of those 
persous who register, and from that list the 
comptroller-general can know what returns 
he should expect from the county tax collec- 
tors.

VARIOUS DEEDS OF DEVILTRY 
THAT HE HAS DONE. 


A Letterin Which He is Shown to be C. E. Everett 
Who Livedin Mason, Tennessee, in 1880 Mar- 
ried a Young La@y of That Place and 
Ran Away Wish Her Moncy. 


One by one the pages of Shores’s 
life, are being turned over and read by 
tne public, but probably the most iateresting 
pege has just been brought to light. 

After Shores had shaken Atlanta dust for- 
ever from his feet, the lady he left behind 
him made an examination of what effects he 
did not carry away with him. 
In one of his trunks she fonnd 
aipuper dated at Mason, Tenn., bearing the 
signature of A. B. Harrisand ©.

Poindex- 
ter, in which the public was notified that the 
bearer, C. E Everett, was a member of the 
firm of A.B Harris &Co., and that be was 
fully authorized to transact any business for 
the firm. Ofcourse Mrs. Shores knew that 
the rightful owner of that paper was C. E 
livere:t, and not her supposed husband, un- 
less Everett was his name. The name 
of v. C. Poindexter reminded 
Mrs. Shores that she had fre quently heard 
Shores express a greatfear of Puindexter and 
she at once wrote to Mason, Tennesee, mak- 
ing inquiry about the fugitive. In her letter 
of inquiry the lady enclosed one of Shores’s 
photographsand asked for a fuil history of 
Shores’s life in Mason, should he prove to be, 
as she suspected, Everett. Yesterday she re- 
ceived a reply to her letter which tells its 
own story asfollows: 

THE STORY OF C B. KVERFTT. 

Mason, Tenn., January 28, 1584.—Mrs, C. 
A. Shores, Atlanta, Ga Yours ef the 3d 
inst. to hand and contents noted.
